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Finds  Original  Ticket  of 
G.  O.  P.  in  Lincoln's  Time 

RACINE,  Wis.,  March  18—  Rum- 
maging in  the  attic  of  his  farm  home, 
Donald  Nelson,  11  years  old,  found  an 
original  ticket  of  the  Republican  party 
for  the  year  1864.  The  ticket  was 
headed  with  Abraham  Lincoln  for 
President. 

It  listed  other  widely  known  Ra- 
cine county  pioneers  for  state  and 
county  offices.  Included  among  these 
was  J.  I.  Case,  founder  of  the  Case 
Farm  Implement  concern,  who  was  » 
seeking  election  as  state  senator. 

The  rare  ticket  was  found  between 
the  leaves  of  a  book  of  the  memoirs 
of  Gen.  Grant.  The  book  was  one  of 
the  few  objects  saved  when  the  orig- 
inal Nelson  log  home  burned  11  years 
ago.

IN  POSSESSION  of  a  Wichitan 
is  the  above  clipping  from  a 
newspaper  at  Birdseye,  Ind.,  of 
1860  in  which  appeared  the  Re- 
publican ticket  headed  by  Abra- 
ham Lincoln.  The  ticket  was  cut 
from  the  paper  by  Marie  Jane 
Houston,  who  afterwards  became 
Mrs.  Amos  Blunk,  who  died  at  82. 
The  Blunks  went  into  the  Chero- 
kee Outlet  from  the  south  in  1893 
taking  a  farm  near  Waukomis 
where  T.  H.  Blunk,  now  residing 
at  229  Ellis,  spent  his  boyhood. 
He  saved  his  mother's  keepsakes 
and  found  the  1860  Lincoln  ticket 
among  them.  T.  H.  Blunk  came 
to  Wichita  for  surgical  attention 
and  has  decided  to  remain  here. 
He  is  making  his  home  with  his 
son,  Jess  Blunk.

To  Hamilton  Feild,  Sandston,  Virginia.     Original  stamped  envelope,  and  carbon  copy  of  the 
recipient's  letter  to  Roosevelt.     The  future  president  thanks  his  correspondent  for  his  let- 
ter "with  its  friendly  comment",  and  continues:   "I  am  glad  that  you  agree  with  me  in  what 
seems  to  me  a  simple  and  elementary  principle.     Certainly  it  is  fundamentally  American  and 
must  be  recognized  before  we  can  make  any  progress  in  our  national  return  to  sanity  and 
stability...."     Interesting  comment  on  the  Hoover  Administration  written  just  two  months  be- 
fore FDR  was  nominated  to  oppose  Hoover  by  the  Democrats.     Feild  had  written  FDR:  "Many... 
will  agree  with  you  that  it  is  not  the  best  policy  for  a  government  to  continue  increasing 
the  size  of  the  spread  to  be  put  before  Dives  on  the  theory  that  the  greater  the  feast,  the 
more  will  be  the  shower  of  crumbs  to  fall  to  the  little  fellows.     Take  care  of  the  little 
fellows:   the  big  ones  can  take  care  of  themselves.     This  is  a  truism...."      Small  stain  in 
top  blank  margin  of  Roosevelt's  letter,  else  fine.

GRANT ,  ULYSSES  S.     President  and  Union  General.    Superb   military  Autograph  Letter  Signed,  as 
Major  General.     1  1/2  pages,  4to .  Head  Quarters,  Dept.  of  the  Tenn. ,  Near  Vicksburg,  May  25, 
1863.     To  Major  General  William  T.  Sherman,  Commanding  15th  Army  Corps.     Docketed  integral 
address-leaf  bearing  Sherman's  pencilled  Autograph  Endorsement  Signed.     Grant  writes,  prior 
to  his  all-out  attack  to  capture  Vicksburg  (July  4,  1863):  "I  send  you  report  of  Col.  John- 

"n  who  was  sent  in  command  of  the  Cavalry  expedition  to  burn  the  Black  River  Bridge.  I  have 
now  ordered  Col.  Johnson  to  move  by  the  Jackson  road  to  get  East  of  Black  River  and  then 
•trLke  North  and  ascertain  the  number  and  intentions  of  the  enemy,  if  possible,  and  to  burn 
the  bridge  he  first  started  out  for  if  he  can.     This  will  leave  Hain's  Bluff  without  a  Gar- 
rison.    I  deem  that  point  of  so  much  importance  that  I  am  willing  to  weaken  our  force  here 
nther  than  to  leave  it  unoccupied.     I  would  direct  therefore  that  one  Brigade  from  your 
■imand  be  sent  there  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  to  hold  the  place...."    On  the  inte- 
r>l   leaf,   in  a  faintly  pencilled  script,  General  Sherman  has  ordered  one  of  his  Brigades 

Main's  Bluff,  thus  complying  with  Grant's  request.    Worn  and  repaired  at  the  folds,  and 
iwme  minor  stains  (age,  not  tape),  the  overall  condition  is  quite  good.

A.  LINCOLN.    JAN.  22,  1864." 

With  the  signed  note  is  an  ALS  from  Kellogg  as  follows:     "The  President  told  me 
today  that  the  sentence  of  Harry  C.  Fuller  would  stand  suspended  till  I  could  have 
a  Hearing  for  him.    I  shall  save  him!" 

Also  with  a  [Mathew]  BRADY  CARTE- DE- VI SITE  OF  KELLOGG  and  signed  by  Kellogg.  It 
is  a  dramatic,  full-length  pose  portraying  a  man  of  strength  and  action.     He  is 
holding  a  beaver  hat  and  wearing  a  fur  coat,     ca,   1863.    He  was  elected  as  a  Whig 
to  Congress,  1847-49,  and  as  a  Republican  from  1863  until  his  death  in  1865.  He 
was,  also,  a  delegate  to  the  Republican  National  Convention  in  1860. 

A  rare  combination  of  three  pieces  all  associated  with  the  same  moving,  historic 
event.     These  three  pieces  combine  to  show  the  intense  humanity  and  compassion  In 
President  Lincoln  and,  as  a  consequence,  in  Congressman  Kellogg.    The  items  have 
been  In  the  possession  of  Kellogg's  descendants  ever  since  the  Congressman  died  in 
1865.     Coincidentally  Kellogg  and  Lincoln  both  were  bom  in  1809  and  both  died  in 
1865. 

The  signed  note  (approx.  3  1/2"  x  2")  with  the  ALS  which  is  actually  a  portion  of 
a  longer  letter  from  Kellogg,  and  with  Kellogg's  carte-de-visite .     The  note  and 
photograph  are  fine;  the  letter  is  in  two  neatly  separated  halves,  otherwise  bold 
and  impressive.  (5,000/7,000)

field, 111.  and  as  the  Members  of  Congress  will  be  expected  to  wear  some  emblem  of 
mourning  for  several  motiths  I  have  had  an  additional  number  made  and  enclose  one 
to  you.     They  are  worn  pinned  on  the  left  lapel  of  the  coat  and  are  properly  worn 
on  all  occasions.     They  are  entirely  different  from  any  worn  by  others  having  been 
designed  expressly  as  a  Congressional  badge...."    A.  G.  Ordway. 

The  hand-sewn  black,  gold,  and  silver  badge  is  approx.  2"  x  9"  and  has  three 
gilt  bead  and  sequin  stars  down  its  length  ending  in  with  a  gilt  fringe.     The  top 
star  is  backed  by  a  circle  of  silvery  material  and  the  whole  is  encased  in  light, 
porous  black  veiling.     It  is  in  exceptionally  fine  condition,  having  been  protected 
carefully  by  the  descendants  of  Congressman  Kellogg.    Obviously  rare.  (800/1,500)

Voting  Ticket  Is  Valued  Lincoln  Relic 


A  unique  relic  of  the  days  of  Abraham 


Lincoln,  martyred  president  whose 
birthday  is  celebrated  today,  is  in  the 
possession  of  Mrs.  Joseph  Loesch,  602 
Ellicott  street. 

It  is  a  voting  ticket,  brought  by  her 
father  from  California  as  a  souvenir 
of  the  stormy  days  of  1864  when  Lin- 
coln was  a  candidate  for  his  second 
term  as  president. 

Mrs.  Loesch's  father  at  that  time  was 
a  resident  of  San  Francisco,  a  com- 
munity Just  settling  down,  into  city 
form  after  the  gold  rush.  In  those  days 
California  voted  by  ticket,  each  party 
furnishing  its  own  ballot  which  voters 
selected  and  dropped  into  the  voting 
box  as  they  were  affiliated. 

Lincoln  was  the  candidate  of  the 
Union  party  in  California,  a  party  that 
affiliated  several  groups  of  voters. 

The  Union  party  ticket,  which  Mrs. 
Loesch  now  holds  as  a  cherished  heir- 
loom of  early  days,  illustrates  how 
little  part  Southern  California,  now  the 
seat  of  mighty  Los  Angeles,  played  in 
the  primary  history  of  the  state.  The 
five  electors  from  California  all  came 
from  counties  north  of  and  including 
San  Francisco,  except  Santa  Clara 
county,  which  adjoins  San  Francisco 
county  on  the  south. 

The  face  of  the  ticket  is  faded 
brown,  topped  by  the  national  eagle. 
Under  it  are  the  names  of  Lincoln  and 
his  vice  president,  Andrew  Johnson, 
and  below  them  the  names  of  electors. 

On  the  reverse  side  of  the  ticket  is  a 
stirring  wood  print  of  the  battle  be- 
tween the  Alamaba,  a  Confederate  gun- 
boat, and  the  Kearsarge,  which  flew  the 
Stars  and  Stripes.  The  Alabama  is 
shown  sinking  in  that  famous  conflict. 
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
